EDITORIAL 

Last week, Governor Cuomo announced that next 
year the Long Island Railroad (LIRR) will add two 
extra trains a day that will exclusively run round- 
trip between Speonk and Montauk, making a 
total of three in the morning and three in the 
afternoon. This is supposed to alleviate heavy 
auto traffic that passes through the Hamptons 
during the morning and evening rush hours when 
people who can’t afford to live here go to and 
from work. 

They decided this without consulting 
Hamptons Subway. We think this is terrible. 
Hamptons Subway already provides this service, 
bringing 12,000 riders from one point to another 


~ every day. The cost is just $2.75 per ride, and we 


stop in every downtown. 

The Long Island Railroad will cost far more 
than we charge. It can’t possibly charge less 
than $2.75. The railroad is owned by the State, 
so it is the taxpayers, which includes us— 
we are privately owned—who will pay its deficit. 
We consider this a blatant attempt to steal our 
business and drive us into bankruptcy. We object 
to it in the strongest terms. Our subway trains 
come at six-minute intervals 20 hours a day, 
and if you miss one there is always another 
coming. With the trains, if you miss one, you've 
got hours to wait for the next. This effort will 
fail leaving the State with a great shortfall only 
dealt with by a bond issue saddling the taxpayers 
further and making bankers rich. Write your 
State Assemblyman. 


BICYCLE PATHS 

To cut global warming and save the planet, 
Hamptons Subway will begin a new service to 
our system on Monday: bike paths for bike 
riders inside our tunnels. We have set aside, with 
white lines, the space between the tracks and 
the third rail, all the way from Montauk to 


Westhampton Beach. Hop on or off at any 
platform. Enjoy the free “subride” as we call it. 
(It’s hip.) The space is quite narrow, just two 
feet between the tracks and the third rail, but 
any bike rider worth his salt can negotiate it. 
Also, there is the added “survival” incentive in 
knowing that if you drift too far to the side one 
way you could get hit by a train and if you drift 
too far to the other, you get electrocuted by the 
third rail. 
Enjoy. 


NEW SUBWAY IDENTIFICATION SIGNS 
In response to requests left in our wooden 
suggestion boxes on every platform, we have 
imbedded the names of the stations in different 
colored tiles on the walls of all the platforms. 
Covered on the walls with sheets right now so the 
grout can dry, on Monday they will be unveiled 
simultaneously everywhere. Be warned that when 
we ordered the tile letters for the names, the box 
supposedly containing the letter “E” arrived with 
just two “Es” and all the rest the letter “I.” 
Rather than delay the unveiling, please 
note that only East Quogue has the “Es.” Half 
of all the other platforms should have an E 
but don’t. So those read Wistampton, Quiogi, 
Rimsinberg, Spionk, Shinnicock, Southamptin, 
Bridgihamptin, Iast Hamptin and Amagansitt. It 
just adds to the charm.

HAMPTONS POLICE HAIL “INCREDIBLE OFFER” 

Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch 
confirmed this week that the department had 
received and accepted a secret offer from Russian 
security agencies to take over certain investigative 
functions of the department. “It’s an incredible 
offer that will save us a great deal of time, effort 
and money,” says Hirsch. While Hirsch did not 
get into the logistics of exactly how the new 
procedures would work, he described the general 
outlines. “Russian officers, acting on evidence 
collected by our forces and also by their own 
evidence units, will handle all of the interrogation 


of suspects in custody. We have yet to determine 
if the interrogations will take place here in the 
Hamptons or if the suspects will be transported 
to Russian facilities, but for legal reasons 
I imagine it will be heavily weighted towards 
removing suspects to Russia to face Russian 
interrogators there.” 

Hirsch points out that, in addition to allowing 
the Hamptons Police to concentrate on their core 
mission of handling parking violations, the new 
arrangement with Russian security forces will 
enable swifter resolutions of cases. “Not to put too 
fine a point on it, but let’s just say that Russians 
working on Russian soil aren’t too concerned 
about the niceties of constitutional protections,” 
Hirsch says. “Our own interrogators here are 
constantly stymied and slowed in their work by 
the restrictions our government places on their 
conduct: no cruel and unusual punishments, 
no interrogations without a lawyer present, no 
use of drugs to extract confessions. It ties us in 
knots.” Hirsch says that Russian interrogators, 
unconfined by these option-limiting rules, will be 
able to elicit information much more quickly. “It’s 
going to save so much time,” Hirsch says. 


Apparently, the agreement between the 
Hamptons Police and the Russian forces was 
reached during a closed-door meeting between 
Chief Arschloch of the Hamptons Police and 
Chief Minskoff of the Russian State Police Force, 
Novosibirsk Region. Arschloch and Minskoff 
met for two hours accompanied only by their 
interpreters, and after the meeting Chief Arschloch 
alluded to an “agreement,” without explaining 
precisely what he meant. While Hirsch refused 
to say if the cooperation between the Hamptons 
Police and Minskoffs department arose out of 
the agreement Arschloch was referring to, the 
timing of the department’s announcement would 
suggest that the events are related.

n July 24, 1781, a resident of Groton, 

Connecticut named Joseph Woodbridge 
wrote a brief letter to General George Washington 
that is of considerable interest to the Hamptons. 
He had guns for sale. 

“Since the Misfortune that Befel (sic) 
the Enemys Ship Culloden in the Sound (at 
Montauk,) I have had the good fortune to Get up 
Sixteen of her upper tier Guns, 32 Pounders— 
and understanding that your Excellency has had 
Occasion to Direct a Number of Heavy Cannon 
to be Transported Eastward for the Use of the 
Army...I should be very happy in Supplying Your 
Excellency with the Above, upon Reasonable 
Terms, and Convenient Pay for the Continent.” 

The HMS Culloden—a big British Man o’ War, 
nearly 200 feet long and packing 74 guns in 
three rows along each side—came ashore and

wrecked on the beach at Wills Point in Montauk 


during a blizzard in January of that year. It’s 
still there today, much of it, the only shipwreck 
site in the United States ever to be designated 
a National Historic Site. You can skin dive and 
scuba there. But since 1991, when it received that 
designation, you’ve not been allowed to take any 
souvenirs off of it. 4 

So. what’s the problem here, and why is this 
letter so important? 

During the winter of 1780-81 the War for 
Independence was still underway. George 
Washington’s army, for the most part, was still in 
winter quarters in encampments in Connecticut 
and New Jersey. The British fleet, which included 
nine “ships of the line” (HMS Culloden included), 
was enforcing a blockade of the northeast. No 
ships were allowed in, and none were allowed 
out. The only threat to the blockade was the 


French fleet, docked at Newport and pinned in 


there by the British. Allied with the patriots, it 
might have been a match in an all-out battle. But 
jt was not venturing out. The French admiral did 
not have charts of the treacherous waters around 
New York City, and he feared he could lose an 
encounter because of that and so stayed put. 

On the other hand, spies for the British 
informed British headquarters in Manhattan that 
three French Men o’ War were preparing to try 
to run the blockade. It never happened. But the 
British, believing it might, sent HMS Culloden, 
HMS Bedford and HMS America out into Long 
Island Sound to make an engagement. ; 

A big Nor’easter swept across the Sound while 
the ships were out off Montauk. The Bedford lost 
all of her masts and was beached on the North 
Shore of Long Island and the America went 
missing for three days before finding its way 
back to its position in New York Harbor, but the 


Culloden lost two of her three masts and then

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her rudder. The storm abated, but the Culloden 

drifted out of control, finally sliding up onto the 
~ sand at Wills Point, Montauk—since re-named 

Culloden Point because of this shipwreck. 

It should be noted that the Culloden was one 
of His Majesty's newest Men o’ War. Built in 
England, one year before the war started, she was 
entirely sheathed in copper below the waterline. 
This was a new British development. Copper 
sloughed off the water as you cut through the sea, 
where wood on the bottom would slow you down. 

_As a result, the Culloden could outrun any other 
nation’s Men o’ War—a tremendous advantage 
in combat: And only a few of Her Majesty’s ships 
had this advancement. Indeed, a year earlier, 
the Culloden and other copper-sheathed ships 

_heading for America encountered a small Spanish 
fleet off Portugal, overtook them as they tried to 
run away, and cut them to pieces. That was the 
Culloden’s first—and only—military encounter. 

As for armaments, on the lowest level just 
above the waterline, called the main gun 
deck, 28 enormous upper-tier cannons stuck 
out through square holes in the ship, able to 
obliterate anything that came up alongside. Each 
gun weighed 6,500 pounds, and each could fire 
a 32-pound cannonball. On a middle deck just 
above, there were 24 smaller cannons, each able 
to fire an 18-inch cannonball. On the quarterdeck, 
there were 14 cannons that could fire nine-pound 
cannonballs. And in the forecastle, there were 
four more nine pounders. Even coming right at 
you, the ship could give you a small pasting. The 
Americans had nothing that could battle with 
this British fleet other than a few packet boats. A 


British Man o’ War, appearing over the horizon, 


struck fear into American soldiers. Those ships 
would have their way with them. 

When the Culloden got stuck in the sand a few 
hundred feet off Wills Point, efforts were made 
to haul her off before the sea might break her 
up. They all failed. Help would have to be found. 
The situation was somewhat urgent, because this 
grand Man o’ War would be of great value to the 
Americans. She might be towed off the sand. 
Or her powerful guns might be taken off by the 
rebels, with teams of oxen dragging the large 
32 pounders inland—they weighed nearly four 
tons each. 

For a while, the 560-man crew members 
remained onboard the ship in the hopes she’d be 
gotten off—and also to keep warm. But soon the 
captain ordered a big complement of his sailors 
to push each of the big 32 pounders out of the 
deck portholes so they could pitch into the sea. 
Then he ordered all the men to come ashore with 


‘provisions and tents and whatever else they could 


carry. Eventually, they were able to get off the 


nine pounders and the eighteen pounders. On the 


sand, the crew built fires and set up a camp for 
themselves. They waited. 

Montauk at that time was_ essentially 
uninhabited. There was no lighthouse yet. There 
were several homes, called First, Second and 
Third House (two of the three exist today as 
museums), used by the livestock cowboys for 
shelter during the summertime, when all the 
cattle in the Hamptons got driven out there to 
feast and get fattened up on the sweet grass of 
Montauk’s rolling hills. 

But this was January—a bitter cold month. And 
the only human habitation was a few families 


continued 


of the Montaukett Indian tribe living in huts in 
the woods. These men, women and children 
were all that remained of the great tribe the 
white men had come upon 140 years earlier. 
Almost all had died of white men’s diseases.

The storm abated, but the Culloden 
drifted out of control, finally 
sliding up onto the sand at Wills 
Point—since renamed Culloden 
Point because of this wreck. 


It is not known how long the crew of the 
Culloden remained on the beach in Montauk. It 
might have been for the next 12 hours or so. A few 
sailors had rowed off to get help and report what 
happened. The nearest British encampment was 
on the wharf in the whaling port of Sag Harbor, 
22 miles away. This might take strong rowers six 
hours. The British occupied all of New York City 
and Long Island then. They had won the Battle 
of Brooklyn and chased off Washington when the 
war first broke out. The captain knew the ship 
would be safe for a while, anyway. But something 
would have to be done. And so he ordered 
something a captain never wants to do—burn 
the ship to the waterline. Make it useless to the 
rebels. And that was done. 

A few days later, the HMS Bedford arrived off 
Montauk and all the nine pounders and eighteen 
pounders, together with whatever else they could 
find of value, were loaded up from the beach 
and carted off. The salvaging of the Culloden

Donald Trump, Vladimir Putin, Adolph Hitler and Charles Lindbergh

egarding Trump’s meeting 

with Putin early last week, 
I think nobody is seeing what 
they are looking at. Putin’s 
operatives interfered with our 
election to help get Trump 
elected president, an aggressive 
act that, if laws kept up with 
the technology, would be 
considered an act of war. But 
Trump, who has repeatedly 
said how much he admires 
Putin, went to meet him and, 
in my opinion, thank him for 
doing that. He’s already raising 
money for 2020. 

But this explanation is 
true only if Trump looked on 
in wonder as Putin did his 
thing and didn’t solicit Putin 
to put him over the top. We 
don’t know that for sure. If it 
is for sure, then Trump, the 
candidate, committed treason. 

Is there a smoking gun? On 
one particular morning a few 
months before the election, Trump made a speech 
in which he said, “Russians, if you are listening, 
I hope you're able to find the 30,000 emails 
that are missing.” Later that same day, the FBI 
revealed last week, the Russians tried hacking a 
domain used by Hillary Clinton’s personal office. 
So Trump now went to Putin to shake a finger at 
him? Are you kidding me? 

This brings to mind the time Adolph Hitler 
ordered a Nazi medal be pinned on the chest of 
Charles Lindbergh. In 1927, Charles Lindbergh, 
at age 25, flew an airplane solo across the ocean 
from Long Island to Paris. It had never been done 
before. Many thought it impossible. The world 
went crazy over him. At the time, he was a U.S. 
Mail pilot and an officer in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps Reserve. Afterwards, he was promoted to 
colonel. It was the least we could do. 

What is little known about Lindbergh is what 
happened later on, after Hitler came to power in 
the 1930s. 

Some said Lindbergh should run for president. 
He made speeches. Handsome in his Air Force 
uniform, he unburdened how he felt. He was an 
America Firster. He was against going to war. 
America shouldn’t send its young men to fight 
the Germans again as they did in World War I. 
He, Lindbergh, had lived in Europe for a time in

the 1930s, and had become an admirer of what 
Hitler had done for the Germans. What a strong 
leader this Mr. Hitler was. 

“I have never in my life been so conscious of 
such a directed force,” he wrote. “It is thrilling 
when seen.” 


He said no power in Europe or America 


would ever be able to defeat Hitler. Better to 
befriend him. 

“There were three groups advocating for war: 
the British, the [American] government, and 
the Jewish race,” he declared in a speech before 
thousands of people in Des Moines, Iowa. “Their 
greatest danger to this country lies in their large 
ownership and influence in our motion pictures, 
our press, our radio and our government. I am 
not attacking either the Jewish or the British 
people. Both races, I admire. But I am saying that 
the leaders of both the British and the Jewish 
races, for reasons which are as understandable 
from their viewpoint as they are inadvisable from 
ours, for reasons which are not American, wish to 
involve us in the war.” 

Lindbergh began to think that, given his 
celebrity, he could work out a peaceful settlement 
with the Nazis. He went back to Europe. 

There is a famous photo of a smiling Charles 
Lindbergh in Berlin standing straight up, his 


chest out, as Germany’s Air Force Chief and 
Hitler’s second in command Hermann Goering 
pins a medal, the Commander Cross of the Order 
of the German Eagle, on his chest. The following 
week, Hitler ordered Kristallnacht, the smashing 
of the windows of all stores and buildings owned 
by Jews in Germany.

President Roosevelt asked Lindbergh to return 
this medal. Lindbergh refused to do so, saying it 
was given him in good faith. He would keep it. 

Then came Pearl Harbor. Four days after that, 
Germany declared war on the United States. 
America had no choice but war now, and Colonel 
Lindbergh, seeing his mistake, prepared to fly 
warplanes against the Germans. 

As a result, President Roosevelt demanded that 
Lindbergh resign his commission. America will 
take care of Hitler without Lindbergh. And it did. 

Lindbergh, in the end, died in disgrace.

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March, April and May. With that, the Culloden 
was left to its fate, a monstrous shipwreck down 
on the sand in the shallow waters of Long Island 
Sound off Wills Point. 

Then came June and Mr. Woodbridge’s letter 
from Groton, Connecticut to Washington. 


It is not known how long the crew of 
the Culloden remained in Montauk. 
The nearest British encampment 
was in Sag Harbor. That might take 
strong rowers six hours. 


Here’s some background. By the fall of 1780, 
the English had decided to march the majority 
of their forces south to North and South Carolina 
and Virginia. Still in possession of Manhattan 
Island and Long Island, they kept a large force 
there to repel any attacks from patriots coming 
from Connecticut or Rhode Island—still under 
rebel control. The idea in the War Admiralty 
in London was to subjugate the South, keep 
Manhattan, and the rebels would fall. 

Washington, in New Jersey, learning of the 
British marauding through the South, sent 
General Greene with a small rebel army south 
to harass the British, while he indeed planned 
to attack Manhattan. The French had landed at 
Newport with 5,000 French regulars in the fall 
of 1780. Yes, they were pinned down there with 
the fleet unable to break out. But Washington 
was itching for a fight. He ordered the French 
to rendezvous with him at Dobbs Ferry in 
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Westchester County in May to try to retake 
Manhattan. A lot would depend on the French 
navy breaking out and attacking the British fleet 
at Manhattan. But the French, with their map 
problem, were still balking at this idea. 

The plan was still being discussed when 
Woodbridge sent his letter in June. But then 
something happened that changed everything. 
And it is why Washington never took Woodbridge 
up on his order. 

On July 9, six months after the wreck of the 
Culloden, General Washington received word 
that a massive French armada of 35 warships 
was headed to America—not to Manhattan, but 
to the Chesapeake Bay, between Virginia and 
Maryland. Washington immediately saw what 
could happen if he could move fast. Forget 
Manhattan. He would take the 5,000 French 
regulars and about 10,000 of his own men 
overland to the Chesapeake. He’d order General 
Greene to close in from the south and west. He’d 
come down from the North and with the French 
fleet offshore in the bay, pin the 15,000 British 
troops under Cornwallis at the port of Yorktown. 

And that’s what happened. Cornwallis, once 
realizing what was underway, desperately tried 
to contact the fleet at Manhattan asking the 
British navy to come down and evacuate him, 
and eventually, the British fleet came. But it was 
too late. 

Three days before the British arrived, after 
a fierce month-long bombardment by those 
surrounding him, Cornwallis flew a white flag and 
surrendered to George Washington and General 


Greene on October 19, 1781. When the British

fleet got there, they encountered the French fleet. 
And so, in the waters off Yorktown, a fierce but 
inconclusive sea battle took place, after which 
the British fleet turned around and headed back 
to Manhattan to refit and repair. Washington’s 
victory held. 

That surrender at Yorktown, in essence, caused 
the British to give up the battle to keep the 
colonies in line, resulting in the founding of the 
United States several years later and all that has 
come since.

But what of Woodbridge’s letter to Washington - 
on June 24, 1781? He was offering up 18 of 
the 24 enormous cannons that, when last 
heard from, had been pushed overboard into the 
sea at Montauk. Howin the world did Woodbridge 
salvage them? Or did he? They each weighed 
more than three tons. Only oxen and horses could 
have gotten them up. But there is no record of 
it. What we do know is that so far, only a few of 
the big 32 pounders have been salvaged. And 
since 1991, when the site was protected by the 
U.S. Government, none further were taken, or 
even found. 

Are they still down there? Or are they somewhere 
in Connecticut? Only time will tell. @&

Chades Busch's “My Kinda ’60s” at Bay Street Theater 


harles Busch is returning to Bay Street Theater for 

a special evening of story and song on Monday, 
August 13 at 8 p.m. The show, called My Kinda 60s, 
will feature the legendary Busch in a cabaret-style 
performance drawing on stories from his childhood 
and his favorite songs from the 1960s. 

“I'm coming back—they can’t keep me away,” 
laughs Busch, whose involvement with Bay Street 
began in 1994. “I love my memories of Bay Street,” he 
continues, noting that he was on hand in 1998 as part 
of an “eccentric group of entertainers” assembled for 
the naming of the main stage after Elaine Steinbeck. 
Included in the eclectic lineup along with Busch were 
Roddy McDowall, Elaine Stritch, Edward Albee and 
E.L. Doctorow, among others. 

Busch’s career in theater stretches back into the 
late 1970s, when he began making a name for himself 
as a female impersonator. Then, partly as a way to 
provide himself with appropriate star vehicles for his 
various drag personae, Busch began writing his own 
shows, several of which ran in Off-Broadway theaters. 
These shows are considered camp classics. Starting 
in 1985, Vampire Lesbians of Sodom ran for five 
years at the Provincetown Playhouse in Greenwich 
Village. The follow-ups Psycho Beach Party and 
Die, Mommie, Die! were both made into popular 
films after successful theatrical runs. Busch’s biggest 
mainstream success has been The Tale of the 
Allergist’s Wife, which ran for a more than respectable 
777 performances on Broadway. 

My Kinda 60s is a very personal show, says Busch. 
“It’s about growing up in New York City living with my 
Aunt Lillian,” he says. “My mother died when I was 
seven, and Aunt Lillian really sort of adopted me and

saved my life.” In a show that he says is about 30% 
talk and 70% music, Busch harnesses his skills as a 
storyteller to talk about his teen years with his beloved 
Aunt Lillian during the turbulent decade of the ’60s. 
As for the musical selections, Busch is quick to 
credit his accompanist Tom Judson with doing the 
initial work. “Tom has an encyclopedic knowledge of 
popular music,” says Busch. Judson compiled a list 
of great songs from the ’60s, from Broadway to rock 
to pop. “We went through them and picked out the 
ones we liked best,” says Busch. Included are songs by 
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Sondheim, the Beatles, and Burt Bacharach, among 
others. “My favorite thing is singing songs that I can 
really act,” says Busch. 

Speaking of acting, the question everybody wants 
to ask is—will Busch be performing My Kinda 60s 
in drag? 

“I used to do it in full drag,” says Busch. “It might 
sound funny, but I felt I was able to ‘be myself in drag.” 
However, Busch was open to change. “I tried doing it 
‘normal,’ but eventually I had a costume designer make 
me a men’s suit out of green paisley.” Busch describes 
the result as a cross between Bruno Mars and Susan 
Heyward—an intriguing sort of middle ground, one 
might say. : 

Busch has been exploring the world of cabaret for 
about 6 years now. “It’s become a big part of my life, 
my new career as a cabaret artiste,” Busch says. As 
he’s experimented with different ways to structure a 
cabaret—for example, he’s discovered it’s much easier 
to build a show around a group of songs than it is to 
shoehorn songs into an existing story—he’s learned 
a lot about music and singing. He’s also learned 
the power of authenticity. “You really have to know 
yourself and project an honest view of yourself,” 
Busch says. “The audience deserves that when they’re 
spending an evening with you.” 

So why not spend an evening getting to know the real 
Charles Busch at Bay Street?

Regional Tick-Borne Disease Resource Cen 
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Rock Steady Boxing Prouides Relief fiom Parkinson's 


n September 2017, about 15 months after 

Parkinson’s disease took the world’s most 
celebrated boxer, Muhammad Ali, East Enders 
suffering with the illness began finding great 
relief in his sport. 

Rock Steady Boxing, a non-contact boxing- 
inspired fitness program at Epic Martial Arts 
in Sag Harbor, the Hampton Bays Wellness 
Institute and 600 affiliates worldwide, is 
bringing Parkinson’s patients together for 
exercise and fellowship with as many as six free 
sessions per week. 

“It’s created a strong community,” says Sarah 
Cohen, program manager of the Center for 
Parkinson’s Disease at Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital, which funds Rock Steady Boxing and 
various other local programs. In less than a 
year, the Sag Harbor classes have attracted 
about 40 weekly participants in two different 
groups, sorted according to the progression of 
their degenerative disease (stages 1-2 and 3-4). 
Symptoms include tremors, problems walking 
and talking, and loss of motor skills. 

Led by Epic Martial Arts owner Michelle Del Giorno 
and her volunteer assistants, the rigorous workouts 
include a warm up, followed by drills, non-contact 
sparring and real boxing techniques set to upbeat 
music. Throughout a typical session, the Parkinson’s 
patients—many clad in black “Fight Back” T-shirts— 
appear absolutely joyful as they push limits and sweat 
out their pain. 

“It’s a big step for these people,” Del Giorno says, 
noting that she’s especially moved when participants 
come to class not feeling great and leave invigorated 
and improved. “When you don’t think you can go that 
day, that’s the day you must go,” she adds.

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LOCALS COME TOGETHER TO BATTLE PARKINSON’S AT ROCK STEADY BOXING 


An experienced martial artist who earned her black 
belt three decades ago, Del Giorno says a mentor 
alerted her to Rock Steady Boxing a few years back. 
She eventually committed to becoming a coach and 
teaming up with Stony Brook Southampton Hospital 
before launching last September. 

Now Parkinson’s patients come to Epic Martial Arts 
from as far as Greenport, Montauk and Moriches, 
among many other East End towns. “Look at what they 
go through—it gives them self-esteem,” Del Giorno 
says. “It’s a completely rewarding experience.” 

One such student, Bob “Lefty” Lefkowitz, has been 
coming from Hampton Bays since the program’s 
inception, and it’s done wonders for him mentally, 
physically and emotionally. “It’s fantastic. When I 
finish here my symptoms stay at bay for hours,” Lefty 
points out. “It’s really unbelievable how exercise slows 
down the disease.” 

Diagnosed with Parkinson’s in 2005, Lefty says he 
spent some dark times isolated from other sufferers. 
“For years I didn’t go to support groups because I 
didn’t want to see my future,” he recalls, noting, “you 
feel broken” around people who aren’t afflicted with

“It’s a camaraderie,” he says, describing the 
Rock Steady Boxing community. “We're all in 
the same boat.” 

Cohen, who organizes various programs 
for Parkinson’s patients, says research backs 
up claims that exercise slows the disease. 
“It supports function and mobility,” she 
explains, noting that boxing in particular has 
cognitive and physical benefits. The focused, 
high-intensity activity incorporates different 
components, and this sort of multitasking helps 
keep patients sharp, empowered and in charge 
of their bodies.

Hampton. Green is one of Del Giorno’s karate students 
and Waldo rented gym space from her. 

Despite their very different backgrounds, both men 
acknowledge the positive vibes they feel working with 
Del Giorno and the Rock Steady boxers—giving back 
to help others. “It’s a therapeutic experience for me,” 
Waldo says. “It makes me appreciate what I have.” 
The trainer has been so affected and humbled by the 
work, he now plans to get certified as a Rock Steady 
Boxing coach. 

“I enjoy the camaraderie I have with the boxers and 
other volunteers,” Green says. “People are amazed how
